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MUST^DO SOMETHING ABOUT CANCER 

From Pearl Harbor to V-J Day the United States lost 
only 300,000 men and women from its armed forces. The 
reader will rightly exclaim, "Only! Don't you think that is 
enough?" Surely, we do think that is enough; far too much 
of our best manhood and womanhood to be sacrificed to 
the god of war. 

But, listen if you please, as alarming and regretful as 
the above reference is, here is something even more start- 
ling and, if possible, even more remorseful. During that 
same period— between Pearl Harbor and V-J Day— 614,884 
Americans died, right here at home, victims of cancer. 
14,000 American men, women and children die every month 
— 478 every day — of cancer! 

», And yet, is it possible that the worst is yet to come? 
The trend, so far, is definitely not toward anything better. 
If we — all of us Americans— don't do something more about 
this matter of combating the dread disease of cancer, and 
do it now, according to Dr. Charles E. Tucker, educational 
director of the Kentucky division of the American Cancer 
Society, "an estimated 17.000,000 Americans now living are 
destined to die of cancer." 

However, Dr. Tucker reminds us that there is some 
hope in facing these terrible facts. That is there is hope 
if, and we must repeat, if we hasten to do something about 
it. That hope as held out by cancer specialists in the medi- 
cal profession is, "if detected in time and treated promptly 
and effectively cancer can be cured in many cases." 

Pleading for universal cooperation. Dr. Tucker says 
the tide should and must be turned. He reminds us that, 
"Despite the giant strides in medicine and science in the 
last decade, despite the wonderful achievement of having 
increased the average life expectancy of the American peo- 
ple from 49 to 65 years since 1900, the death rate from 
cancer has continued to climb alarmingly."

Lesson for April 20 




was the great king of Is- 
rael. His life and reign are of un- 
usual interest and the Bible gives 
much Information about Mm. In the 
rapid survey of Israel's history 
which we are making in our lesson 
series, we have just this one lesson 
on David's reign and that is con- 



This unique man was by God's 
choice placed over Israel. At first 
he received only the allegiance ol 
the southern division of the king- 
dom, Judah (see II Sam. 2:4). But 
by showing himself friendly (Prov. 
18:24) he won the hearts of the 
people of the north, Israel and they 
too recognized him as king (II Sam. 
8:1-5). 

Thus united, the kingdom was 
ready to move forward, by the 
blessing of God-and that is the 
story before us In our lesson. 

L The Lord Was with Them (w. 
6-10). 

A united peoplel How important 
that is In the affairs of the nations. 
Nothing is more disturbing or a 
greater hindrance than lnternsl 
friction. We ought to deal quickly 
and decisively with any group or 
force in the life of our nation which 
is clearly divisive or disloyal. 

Think, then, how Important It is 
that God's people In the Christian 
church stand together in undivided 
loyalty to Christ, our King, and In 
loving devotion to one another. 

Jerusalem, which was to be the 
"city of David," and which figures 
so prominently not only In history 
but In prophecy, had to be wrested 
from the hands of the heathen 
Jebusites, and be established as the 
sacred city and the capital of the 
Jewish nation. 

Note that the kind and consider- 
ate king was not a weakling. He 
knew how to fight and to win. Verse 
8 is difficult to interpret, but evi- 
dently does not mean that David 
was cruel. The Jebusites taunted 
him by saying that their blind and 
cripples could hold the wall against 
David's men. Then they doubtless 
put their best soldiers on the wall, 
and David said to his men, "Let us 
take these cripples.'

David was not only a fighter, but 
also a builder. He began then the 
development of Jerusalem, the 
great city of which we are yet to 
hear wondrous things. 

II. The Lord Delivered Them (w. 
17-21). 

The Philistines. Israel's constant 
enemy, bad control of much of the 
land west of the Jordan. As soon as 
they heard that the people were 
now united under a young aggressive 
king they laid plans to destroy his 
power almost before he could start. 

The Philistines were clever, but 
they reckoned without God. David 
was smart; he counted God Into his 
plans. He asked the Lord what to 
do and the answer was, "Go up. I 
will certainly deliver the Philistines 
into thy hand," and he didl 

We may well learn the lesson that 
prayer, consultation with God, must 
come before any successful cam- 
paign for him. Inquire of him to be 
assured of victory. 

Note also here that there are 
battles In which the Lord expects us 
to go up boldly right into the face of 
a mighty enemy, and take the vic- 
tory by faithl 

Sometimes we are afraid to meet 
the enemies of the cross with bold- 
ness, choosing rather to compro- 
mise for the sake of peace. It never 
works. That is the way of defeat. 

III. The Lord Went Before Them 
(w. 22-25). 

Defeated once so decisively that 
they had to run away from their 
sacred images (v. 21). the enemy 
rallied for another attack. 

It Is ever thus— and foolish Is the 
Christian who thinks that one vic- 
tory wins a war. After spiritual 
victory Satan redoubles his efforts 
and strikes while the believer is 
resting on his laurels— if he is fool- 
ish enough" to do It Here again we 
say, be on guard!

When the foundations of the 
United Nations were laid at the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference in 
Washington nearly three years 
ago, the Nations pledged them- 
selves to maintain international 
peace and security, and to coop- 
crate in establishing political, eco- 
nomic and social conditions favor- 
able to the attainment of those 
objectives. The Charter specif- 
ally precludes U.N. from inter- 
ming in the internal affairs of 
any nation. There were 51 na 
signed up as original r 
bers of the United Nations. 

The trouble with the United 
Nations is that the bargains made 
in the beginning have all been 
violated. Evidently Russia i: 
villain that has upset the World 
peace applecart. Even Senator 
Harry Flood Byrd has finally 
given up hopes. He arose in th( 
Senate the other day and said: "I 
Russia is an enemy and persists ir 
being an enemy of free peoples, i' 
is better to have her outside th< 
family than inside the family." 

On the same day, Attorney Gen 
eral Clark responded to an in- 
quiry from Congressman Thomas 
of New Jersey, chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. The attorney gen- 
eral said he was "taking under 
immediate advisement" requests 
from the Government to outlaw 
the Communist party of the Uni- 
ted States. J. Edgar Hoover is an 
official who has never stubbed his 
toe since he became head of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
long ago. Hoover agrees with 
other witnesses who have ap- 
peared before Committees of Con- 
gress that the Communist party 
and its allies arc bad eggs.

Atomic By-product Used 
For Scientific Plant Study 

Using radioactive iodine supplied 
by "Manhattan District," Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., three department of 
agriculture scientists report exper- 
iments with a synthetic radioactive 
chemical that gives new light on 
2,4-D as a weed killer. These tests 
are explorations in working out an- 
swers to some of the many questions 
that puzzle science in connection 
with 2,4-D and other growth regulat- 
ing substances. This new research 
tool is identified by the initials 
"INBA"-the first standing for the 
iodine. 

Applied to a leaf of a young be: 
plant the INBA moves through the 
plant and concentrates in partly ex- 
panded leaves at the growing point 
and severely checks their growth. 
Applied similarly to a barley plant, 
INBA likewise concentrates in the 
young leaves but apparently does 
•not injure the plant much. The ra. 
dloactivlty makes It possible to use 
a delicate Instrument— an electrom- 
eter—to trace the INBA moving in 
the plant in a manner similar to 
that used to trace iodine and other 
elements In animals. ' 

In some respects INBA acts simi- 
larly to 2,4-D, which has developed 
in a lew years from a laboratory 
novelty to have enormous practical 
value, particularly as a weedkiller. 
Like 2,4-D, the INBA has a selective 
effect, injuring the broad leal beans 
but having only slight effect on the 
grassy barley. In applying this by- 
product of atomic bomb research to 
plant study, the investigators are 
looking forward to the possible use 
of INBA and other closely related 
growth regulators in practical crop 
production. Fortunately INBA is 
fairly easy to synthesize in the 
laboratory, and radioactive iodine 
can readily be obtained. Radioac- 
tive Iodine has a "half life" (loses 
half its radiant power) of 8 days, 
which is longer, than many radio-

U. S. Resumes Shipment 
Of 'Golden Weed' to China 

Renewed postwar shipment of gin- 
seng, the "golden weed," from the 
United States to China recalls 
of the earliest chapters of Ame 
foreign trade. The withered rc 
regarded by orientals as a panacea 
for many ills, although American 
scientists have said that it has 
therapeutic value. As late as 1940, 
China received more than a mil- 
lion dollars worth from American 

The first ship that sailed dlrecUy 
from the United States to China- 
the "Empress of China," out of New 
York in 1784— carried more than 



orient, where it was highly prized. 
Once ginseng was worth its weight 
In gold, and for a long time it re- 
mained a royal monopoly in China. 
It was found in Manchuria, in what 
were considered imperial pre- 
serves, and was collected by spe- 
cially detailed soldiers of th« ' 
perial army. 



Bacteria Releases Oil 

The possibility of using certain 
types of bacteria to Increase the re- 
covery of oil from subterranean de- 
posits is suggested in a patent Is- 
sued to Dr. Claude E. ZoBell, 
elate professor at the University of 
California. While testing various 
kinds of bacteria for their ability to 
modify crude oils, Dr. ZoBell ob- 
served in March, 1843, that certain 
cultures released droplets of oil 
from test tubes filled with calcareous 
material prepared to simulate un- 
derground oil-producing formations. 
Further laboratory experiments 
showed that bacteria can release oil 
from oil-bearing sediments by (1) 
dissolving calcareous materials, (2) 
crowding off the oil physically, and 
(3) by producing surface-active sub- 
stances, literally "bacteria soap." 



Frozen Fastrtea 

Frozen pastry is more tender 
fresh, pastry, according to Dr. Faith 
Fenton, who has been doing 
search on frozen pfet for the college 
of home economics and school 
nutrition at Cornell. If you bake 
your pie before you freeze it, it's 
better to thaw It in the oven a 
degrees for 15 minutes rather than 
thawing it in the refrigerator 
room temperature. The experiments 
showed that unbaked pies thawed at 
room temperature or in the refrig- 
erator before baking tended to have 
a soaked, under-done undercrust. 
For best results, Miss Fenton sug- 
gests placing the solidly frozen pie 
In a 450 degree oven for 35 mln- 
utes and then to bake it at 350 
degrees (or 13 minutes.

persons receiving and cashing 
benefit checks to which they are 
not entitled. 

For instance, it was pointed j 
out that there are 375 John 
Joneses in the Commission's So- 
cial Security files; 650 John 
Smiths; 375 Mary Browns, and 
625 William Smiths. Facing this 
multiplicity of name-duplication, 
the commission said it should be 
readily apparent how confusing 
the whole thing may be. 

"We cannot go solely by names 
in handling the program," these 
officials said, 'for the very reason 
that has been pointed out Claim- 
ants and correspondents can be 
properly identified only by our 
having their Social Security | j 
number. This should be includ- 
ed in every letter a claimant 
writes to the Commission. 

"Persons who do not furnish 
the commission with theii 
names and Social Security 
bers are. themselves, bringing 
about delays in processing their

Kentucky Crop Report 
As Of April 1 



In contrast with the past two 
years, pastures and small grains 
in Kentucky had made little 
growth by April 1 this year. 
Farm work has been greatly de- 
layed by unfavorable weather 
throughout February and March 
and production of eggs and milk 
in March were below the high 
levels of a year ago. 

Kentucky pasture conditions 
on April 1 was reported at only 
66 percent of normal in compar- 
ison with 95 percent on April 1, 
1946 and the 10-year (1936-45) 
average for this date of 76 per- 
cent. 

Winter wheat production 
Kentucky for 1947 is indicated 
at 5,866,000 bushels by the April 
1 condition. Production in 1946 
was 4,158,000 bushels and the 10- 
year average 6,246,000 bushels. 

Egg production during March 
is estimated at 145,000,000 eggs 
from 9,357,000 layers. For March 
1946 production is estimated at 

169,000,000 eggs from 9,f 

layers. 

Milk production in herds of 
Kentucky crop reporters aver- 
aged 10.9 pounds per 
April 1 which compares with 12.2 
lbs. per cow in herd for April 1 
last year and 10.2 lbs the 1936-45 
average April 1 produt 

Slow progress in farm work 
and in vegetative growth was 
made during March in the eastern 
two-thirds of the country. Con- 
sequently, the season is now con- 
sidered backward in varying de 
gree in all but tho West. 

Makes Suggestions 
On Raising Chicks 

A brooder house 10 by 12 feet 
is needed where 200 to 250 chicks 
are to be raised, advised the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture and Home Econom- 
ics. A lantern brooder will do 
for 50 or fewer chicks. 

Clean and disinfect all equip- 
ment, says the college's list of 
suggestions. Have feed, water, 
litter £.nd brooder ready when 
the chicks arrive. 

Feed the chicks as 
they are taken out of the box 
and placed in the brooder. 

Keep the chicks comfortable; 
reduce the temperature gradual- 
ly- 

not crowd the chicks. As 
as they will use the sun 
porch, place feeder and water 
iner in it, as well as in the 
brooder house. Hang feed sacks 
ie windward side of the sun 
porch to make it more comfort- 
able. 

i movable range shelters to 
keep growing pullets on clean 
ground and away from old chic- 
Other suggestion on feeding: 
Buy a good starting mash. Give 
chicks all they will eat at all 
. Start feeding grain when 
the chicks are four to five weeks 
Keep mash and grain be- 
fore the pullets during the sum- 
Water must be kept be- 
fore chickens at all times. 

Pasture, such as bluegrass, al- 
falfa, lespedeza and sudan grass, 
will lower the feed cost and make 
chickens grow fast. Such greens 
swiss chard, Chinese cabbage 
rape may be planted and the 
leaves pulled and fed 
chicks daily.
